ANNO TRIGESIMO SEPTIMO. 

The Corporation of the City of Victoria By-Law 
defining the Wards of tlie City of Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof, and the num- 
ber of Councillors to represent each Ward, 
"For the Regulation of lli/iuniclpal Elections" 
and other purposes. 

Be it enacted by tho Mayor and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as follows: 

1. The City shall bo divided into throe "Wards, namely, tho John- 
sou ytreet Ward, tho Yates Street Ward, nnd the James Bay Ward. 

(ft) The Johnson Street "Ward shall include all that tract of land ly- 
ing between the Northern Boundary Line of tho Corporation aiid 
a line running along the centre of Johnson Street from the Ferry 
easterly, and a straight eontinuatioa of such line to the Eastern 
boundaiy line of the Corporation, district section No. 74, and 
thence in a straight line to tho City boundary stone, on tho Cad- 
boro Buy lload at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(b) The Yates Street "Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the Rotithorn boundan- lino of tho Johnson Street "NYard 
and a line cominoucing at tho western extremity of Fort street, and 
running thence eastwardly along the centre of Fort street and the 
Cadboro Bay road to the City boundary stone at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(c) The James Bay "Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the southern boundary line of the Yates Street "Ward on 
tlie one pido, and the southern boundary line of tho Corporation on 
the other .sitlo. 

2. At tho next election of Councillors and thenceforth there shall 
be two Municipal Councillors in Johnson Street Ward; three in 
Yates Street "Ward ; imd. two in James Bay "Ward; elected in man- 
ner provided by law. 

3. This Bylaw may bo cited for all purposes as "The Municipal 
Elections Rigulations Bylaw, 1873."

The Agrarian Muddle- 

Notmanydays ago the localorgnnbonRt- 
ed tbat its masters bad fivo diilorcnt 
'roodes of disposing of tlio public luiuls. 
We aro quite prepared to believe that 
tlioy have five times five. In sober truth, 
the multiformity of thoir pseudo liind 
* Bystera is only excelled by its injiirioiiH 
unworkablencsa and involved iuconyrtii- 
tio.s. It can rcailily bo imagined, in fact 
•we know, tbat the ("dead") bead of the 
Land Office finds bimself hopelessly lost 
amid tbe labyrinthian mazes of adelicions 
diversity. Like tbo name of tbo sbnui 
" iPremior, tbis polygenoua land system is 
. . >^iieitbex ''fiab, ilesh, nor .good red ber- 
ring.", It is a betrogeneous mass of incon- 
gruous absurdity. As for the intending 
settler mastering its details, tbat ia quite 
h >pele8s. Our ideal of a land system for 
British Columbia is tbo most simple and 
expeditious mode of plucing ovory bona 
/I /e settlor iipon a free lioincstoad. But 
t!io object of the present a' tide is less to 
o.-iticisea laud system prnetically fathoni- 
. ■ Ijss than to point out another niisap])ro- 
bension of tbe law into which tho Chic f 
. Commissioner has fillen, which, if pei- 
sisted in, bids fair to bring forth a croj) 
ofmisobief. This laminons official con- 
tends tbat DO surveyed land wbicb has 
not first been offered at public auction 
can be disposed of by private bargain, or. 
in other words, that surveyed lands can 
only reach tho market through tho auc- 
tion room. That such was not the inton 
tion of tlio law-makers, wo know. That 
it is not in accordance with a correct ren- 
dering of tbo text of tho Act, unhesi- 
tatingly assert. It is, of course, possibh^ 
that this precious "People's Government" 
may have passed another of their Ox-ders 
in Council moking it so. It would not 
surprise us in tbe least to learu tbat such 
is, indeed, tbe case. But tbe constitu- 
tionality of tbe step might well be ques- 
tioned. The unwisdom of it must be 
beyond all question. But, to tbe law and 
the testim&ny. Referring to tbe princi- 
pal Act, (tbo Act of 1870) it will bo found 
that sections 4-1 and 45 provide that all 
surveyed lands must first be "exposed in 
lots for sale by public competition at tiio 
upset pritfe of one dollar per acre" (the 
lipsot jirico of town-lots etc. to 1)0 special- 
ly ti.ved) , and that "all lands which re- 
main unsold at any such auction may bo 
sold by ])rivat(! eou tract at the upset 
price." Kow, it will be observed that the 
position taken by the Ciiief Commission- 
er is in accord with these provisions, and 
would, consequently bo perfecty correct, 
did the law ot 1870 remain unaltered in 
tbis respect. But the law does not .so 
remain. If the reader will turn to the 
Land Amendment Act of 1873, and which 
came into operation on tho 21st of July 
last, it will be found tbat, in section lU it 
is provided that "Unappropriated lands 
(not being reserved for tho sites of Towns 
or the suburbs thereof.) shall bo open for 
purchase at tho rate uf not less than <)n(! 
dolhxr per acre: Provided that whenever 
so ordered by tho Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council, such unoccupied lands as 
may be deemed by him expedient, from 
time to time, shall be put up at public 
sale (of which sale due and sufficient no- 
tice siuill be given ) at the upsot price of 
not less tlian One dollar per aero to tlie 
highest bidder. '" Thisii tho law on tiie 
point now; and wo contend tijat it clearly 
opens tbe public lands, whether surveyed 
or not, to purch.iso li}- private contiact, 
and that it is not, obligatory to oiler them 
at auction, ultbongh the Govenior in 
Council do so. Not only is this tin- 
true and only commoii-setiso reading of 
the law, hut it was thi! intelligent puri)o.-,o 
and intent of tiios<< who macle tho law. 
"We would usk thi-i eniilite Minister, what 
could have boon the oliji>ct of section 10 
in the new Act, if it h'ft the matter as it 
found it? As a mombt'r of the House, and 
especially as the head of tlie Department, 
he ought certainly to have known that the 
sole object of tho above ipuited clan.so was 
to do away with the arbitrary comlition 
imposed in this respect by the old law. 
Wo aro credibly informed, however, 
that the learned Cliief (Joiiiini.ssiouer sticdis 
tonacionslj to hi.f reading of tlie law, 
and that ho refuses to .sell agricultural 
lands for actual and )joh(I full- use and set-' 
tloment upon tbo ground that, iboy have 
not been offered at auction! That the dia- 
tinguishoil statesman sliould have bocon « 
more or less eonfnsivl in his ell'ort to 
follow the convuluLions of tli(,' .sys- 
tem he claims tho credit of inaugurat- 
ing, need surprise -no one; Uiir 
can his peculiar method of emist ruing 
legal wordsaud Boatoncoj o.vc tj wonder 
in tbe mmda of snob as tiro faniiliu- 
with tlio Eli' Harrison case (wo beg 
the organ's pard<jn for reverting to this 
disagrt?oal)lo ejiiso.lc) ; hul wy confess 
that wo were not (piiln ])rejiared to find 
the wholo (loveriunout nnikiug such a 
stupid blun(l(;i on a pr)int involving such 
important considerations. It will not bo 
considered necessary toadducearguments 
showing tbo serious inconvonieiico and 
impediment to tlio i)rogr(?ss of settlement 
certain to arise out of an adherence to the 
rule reipiiring all lamls to bo lirst ollbred 
at public auction; for these will ruailily 
OOOUr to the reader's relleclion. One 
would have imagined that tbo oxporiuu- 
ces of the first and last land sale bdld by 
tho present Government would have 
created a distaste for that sort of thing. 
It would socnn, however, thatquite a con- 
trary efl'ect has been produced, — that 
their fondness for land sale burlesqno ia 
BO great tbat it leads tiiem to tiainple 
),unon statutes and ignore thu public inter- 
6Bt. 



Prosperity iu Ireland. 

Lord Spencer's noobunt of tbo agricul- 
tural progress in Ireland is chcoiiug. It 
is tho history of a people steadily and ra- 
pidly growing prosperous and wealthy. 
Cattle, the staple article, bad increased 
by 92,000 in ouo year, sheep in tho same 
lino bad added 224,000 to their number. 
Aopording to the statistics quoted by Lord 
Spencer in his address to thaIloy.al Agri- 
cultural Society, there are now iu tho 
countrv -1,151,51)1 cattle, or 080,0110 inoro 
than iSUl. There are 1,130,403 moio 
sheep than thero were in 1801. Tho trade 
in cattle ia brisk. Ninoty-tive farms only 
aro now under restriction. Last year there 
wove four thousand. Investments in bank 
stock and other funds liavo not increased 
in proijortion. This need bo no excuso 
for regret, for the largo purchases and 
application of improved agricultural ma- 
chinery, fanning inipleniouts, cattlo and 
seed plainly show whore tho farmer.s' euv- 
ings go. And after all tho farm ia tho 
best savings bank for tho deposits of tbe 
agriculturist. Orimohas much diminish- 
ed. Tho people are bettor clothed, better 
fed, and liott(U' boused tlianthey were U^o 
years ago. The ]K)lilical aspect is also 
cheering, and a better spirit is growing 
up hetweon the people and the Govern- 
ment. 

The vigorous abrogation of many par- 
tial and unjust laws, which were the oureo 

of the country, nnd tho wise and healing 
li'gi.slalion of Into years are gradimlly 
winning tlio coulidenco and loyalty of 
I lie Irish [)ei)[)le, who aro now turning 
their restless activity into steady industry. 
Now th.it the Irish have been convinced 
that the British constitution means "Iro- 
lanil for tho Irish" so fur as local! iws and 
internal administration aro concernoi', 
tiicy have ccasoil from aiming at the ovoi- 
throw of liritish rule, and aro working at 
I he development of the manifold resources 
and vast w(^alth of Ireland. Long may 
this continue to be tbo case is the earnest 
wish of all patriotio Englishmen. The 
pacification, contentment and'prosperity 
of Ireland which wore distriljuted 
througli that scarecrow "Homo rule," 
which is but another word for Provincial 
rule, are a necessity of the British Em- 
pire. 

Tlie Bride of a Week Kills 
Her Brother-in-Law. 

■Tho enmity and ill-feeling which has 
o.\isted between Jasperaud Clay Waukins, 
1 wo brothers, for a year or two past have 
at last culminated in tho death of the lat- 
ter. It will bo remembered tbat we made 
montion of tho .shooting of Clay by Jasper 
on Wednesday of last week in our Jast 
issue. It is not known p<jsitivcly whether 
Jasper lirod tho shot referred to or his 
wife, as both were upstairs, from whore 
tho shot dame. At anyrate Olay, as he 
« as leaving bis mother^ house, receive'1 
the contents of a double-barrel shot g; n 
m the hands of either Jasper Wadkins oi- 
his wife. The load took elfect in his back 
and would in all probability' have proved 
fatal; but it seems that Jasper was afraid 
that Clay might recover, bo on Friday 
morning of last week Jasper and his w if'o 
wont over to Ins mother's house, and Jas- 
per got ii\t(i conversation with bis Brother 
Clay, and they conversed a few moments 
upon some subject. Jasper's wife, wlio 
had taken a seat near tbo bedside of her 
wounded brother-iu-law, after sitting a 
few moments, got np, and, drawing a re- 
volver which she bad concealed in her 
clothing, and walked np within two feet 
of Q'.&y, fired on him, the shot penetrat- 
ing the heart, killing him almost* instant- 
ly- 

Jasper's wife is but a mere girl, being 
only about sixteen or seventeen years of 
age, and had been married but a week, 
when she imbued her hands in the blood 
of her brother-in-law. 

Jasjier and his wife were arrested and 
bioiiglit to town on Saturday, and kvpl 
under guard at tho hotel. Ti'ie trial will 
doubtle:is occupy aevi!ral days, .\ftertlio 
evidence is heard wo hope to ho able to 
give our readers fuller particulars of tbis 
unfortnuato affair. — liurkisville,Ky., Cour- 
i'jr, Sf:jj/. bth.

Barnum'sClrca83ian,OlrlUnpleitiiiant- 
ly Mixed Up In tho Bualness^ ' 

(From the Brooklyn £aglo.) 

Tho baby farming interest of Long 
Island appears to have a i)orfoct coun- 
terpart iu Now York. Yesterday, in 
tlio Court of Sossiona, a matron iiauiod 
Surah Coates was arnaiiged lor par- 
ticipatiug iu the btiHinosH, and liar- 
num's fair Circassian girl was oaused 
to figure rather unplea.'-antly in tho 
uivestigiition. 

;\Irs. CoatoH lives at 205 East Sixty- 
third street. Her neighbora testified 
that thoy saw a baby lying- day alter 
day iu a basket in her yard. Hlio put 
it out early in the morning and left it 
there, with the sun pouring down 
upon its uuprotoctod face, the tliuH 
worrying it, and the dew falling on 
it, frequently until 10 o'ldock at night. 
Its cries, whicdi gradually becaiue 
feebler, arou.sed tho iuuignation of 
tho neighbors, and they protested 
against such cruelty, but Mrs. Coatea 
defied them. Once her servant removed 
the basket near the fence, nvIioig tho 
helpless occupant was shaded, but the 
mistress aiigiily rnturiiod it to the 
ceuti'o of the yard, saying, "I want 
it where the neighbors can see it." 

One of the witnesses testified that 
upon throwing tho basket down in the 
yard ono morning with tho baby in it, 
Coates exclaimed: "There! You'll 
stop there all night too, if I choose 
to keep you there! " At length, on 
the 25th of July, Mr, Cross, who lives 
next door, vrent to the Fifty-ninth 
stroot police station and told the story 
of

Oflicers Leviugs - and .Phillips were 
at once sent to iuvostigato. 

"Wo went to Mrs. Coates's house," 
testified Oflicer Lovings, "and found 
six babies on tho promises. She was 
angry ntour intrusion, and demanded 
our business. AVe went into tho yard 
aud found tho bnby iu the basket as it 
had been described at the station. The 
sun was shining right down into its 
face, which was covered with flies. 
Its cheeks wore nearly blistered, and 
it seemed almost dead — too far gone 
to cry very loud. It was in a niarkot 
basket, without anything over it. The 
basket was large enough to hold it com- 
fortably, if it had been put in care- 
fully; but, as it was, its head was 
cramped over on ono sido. There was 
a rugged rug under it and the bnsk(;t 
sot on the ground. Mrs. Coates said 
it had been left in lior charge, and a 
niiui interfered with our taking it; but 
wo did carry it to the station, basket 
and all. The baby was handed over 
to the Commissioners of Cbaritiee and 
Correction. It died a short time after- 
ward." 

Olliccr Philips corroborated tho 

foregoing. 

THE WOM.\n'b STORT. 

Mrs. Coate;- , 'laving been 8wcr.i,was 
told to toll lior own story in her own 
way. She said : 

"This baby was in my house, and its 
mother loft it in my charge. She had 
to go away, and I have not seen her 
since, This was on the ith of ilay, and 
siio is uow travelling, I boliovo. I 
have received no pay for taking eareof 
tlio cliild, but I did as niucli for it as I 
would if it bad been iny wwn. It was 
sick a good deal — had cholera infan- 
tum, and was very low. At tho time 
these witnesses saw it in the yard it was 
sick with teetliing, and I put it out 
there to get tho air. Dr. White had 
often advised iiu^ to keep the babies in 
the (jpoii air as much as possible, and 
I myself l;avo had a good deal of ex- 
perience in taking oare of children." 

THE MOTHEn's'UAJIB. 

' 'Who left this baby with you ?" ask- 
ed Judge Bixly. 

' 'Its.mother," was the reply. 

' - And who was she'?" 

"Idou't desiro totell." 

"You must answer tho question," 
persisted the Justi-jo. 

"L except to that ruling," interpos- 
ed Councillor Nesbitt. " - 

"Tho clerk will note your excejption . 
and Mi's. Coates will answer," continued 
Justice Bixly. 

"The baby was loft with rao by its 
mother," replied Mrs. Coate.s, "and her 
name is 'Mary C'oltun." 

"What is her business ?" 

' -S'le is a dreismaker by trado." 

' ' What is her l3U.sines8 now ?" 

"She is travelling as a Circassian 
girl with l^arnum's .show." 

j\[rs. Mary liursch and Mrs. Ann 
Hosier, wlio had boon living with Mrs. 
Coates, sworo that tho dead baby was 
toothing, at the time it was exposed in 
tho basket. Their opinion was that it 
had received good care. 

Thu three Justices doliboratod ion 
minutes upon .1 verdict. Daring that 
time Mrs. Coates fidgeted nervously in 
her chair. Drawing from her pocket 
au euvelope, she oxtraoted '

of the baby, taken after/its death , and 
begged an officer *t6 puss it up to the 

bench. 

"That will convince tlioin that the 
child wasn't starved, at least," slie 
muttered. But when tho magistrates 
glanced at it aud carelessly tossed it 
aside, she sank back apprehensively. 
Tho verdict having been agreed ujjon , 
she clung to tho railing she stood 
up to hear it. 

"Wo havo concluded to find you 
gi'.iity of misdemeanor," saidJuslico 
Bixly, "and will send you to the Peni- 
tentiary for three months." 

At tliis nnnouncomont Mrs. Coates 
scroamofl liyHtorically. 

"Oh, brother, brother!" she cried, 
"don't lot them take ine to prison." 

She stretched out her hands appeal- 
ingly,and her brother —a welldrossod, 
handHoine mriu--wentto hor. She clung 
to him frnnlieally, and the oflicers wore 
eompclled to pull hor to tlui door load- 
ing to tlio prison. As hor cries died 
away, the brother ran in front of tho 
Justices, iu spite of all restraint, and 
began ft disconnected rppeal for mercy. 
Ho was utteily overcome, tho tears 
rolled down his face, and he wrung his 
hands. 

"Wo havo boon voiy lenient with 
your sister," said Justice Bi.xly kindly, 
"and she is fortunate not to have got a 
year."

HoLYHE.^D BnEAiiwA.TEn. — Twenty-five 

years of incessant labor have resulted at 
"Holyhead, Wales, in one of the mostgigan- 
tic and usefulenginoering ai'hiovmoiils of 
tho age. Tho neighboruig hills havo been 
made to disgorge seven million tons of 
rook, which have boon sunk into tho sea, 
and have formed the foundation, upon 
which a magnificent breakwater orn mile 
and a half has beon constructed, giving 
shelter and swinging room to ;i,r)l)0 shii)H. 
This work has cost X'1,5UO,000 sterling, 
aud has just been inaugurated with ap- 
l)ropriato ceromoiiies by H. li. H. the 
I'rinco of Wales. It was commenced by 
Mr. Ileade and completed by Mr. Haw- 
aliaw. The valne of this shelter on this 
rocky aud treacherous coast and storniy 
sna, on the direct ronto to this continent 
is beyond measuro incalculable. Ireland 
is scarcely more afl'cctod in hor trade with 
England throngli this magnifiCHnt engi- 
neering work, than we shall bo in Our 
through traflio with Europe. 

At>exandi{.v I'aiaco, which was biirnod 
down a fow months ago, is to bo rebuilt at 
onoo. The now palace is to bo larger 
than the ohl building, being bolh longer 
and broader. I- is to havi|'hree trr.usopts, 
ono forming a concert hau, to bci devoted 
to bazar [)urp(.SL>s. In some respects llie 
new building will res(nnblo the Crystal 
Talaee, it having been decided that iron 
and glass shall be largely used in the con- 
struction of the building.
